Nine- 
tenths of those attacked by the fever die in 
the hospitals. 
Unless the victims have 


money or influence then- bodies' are dumped 
into pits and covered with quick-lime. There 
is a saying that every tio of the Panama 
Railroad represents a tombstone for some 
one of those who were engaged in Its con- 
struction, and it may almost as truly be said 
that for every yard of earth turned up on 
the canal there is a death m the hospi- 
tals. These 
institutions are constantly 


crowded. It, rains a great deal, and the 
soft banks of the ditch are constantly being 
undermined, making re-excavation neces- 
sary.

Keleased from Prison. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—John Flemmtng and 


Frank Loring, who, it will be remembered, 
were found guilty in the United States 
Court. Judge Blodgett presiding, of using 
the United States mails to promote the cele- 
brated "Fund W" grain-speculating scheme, 
and who were sentenced to pay a fine of 
s-.'iOO each and to imprisonment for one year
